WOMAN WHO WORKS MINES.

Hes Mnade a Thily Foriane from One
Mine—How She Operntes.
In these days, when 80 many advanced

women are prospecting in the field of men'nj

worlk for some available employment which
wiil furnish them a good living, and at
the same time display thelr energy and
ability, when all sorts of arguments and
intimldation have falled to convince them
that they cannot compeéte with men, the
story related by the San Francisco Exam-
iner of Migs Jennie Hilton, a California
woman, who has made 326,000 as o mining
prospector, does not =seIm 80 ramarkable
as it would have been & few Years ago, even
though it is n rara undertaking for a woman
and o eurprising sucesss In this Instance.

Miss Hilton was born in Oblo and reared
in Cnlifornia, where she was left an orphan
at the age of 16, The small amount of
monay left her by her parents seryved ouly
to complete her education, and after gradu-
ating at the State Normal school she be-
came a teacher, and earned her lving in
this way for three years. When she was
a little girl she wos cspacially interested In
minerals, and carefully studied all the speet-
miens her father brought home. Thia Inter-
est ineroased with her years, until she be-
cams a great student In mincralogy. Her
vacations wora spent reading and studying
on tho subject, and @ large share of her
pin money was invested In books on ores
and thelr reduction, and cventually she ne-
quired a thorough knowledge of minerals in
the Academy of Sclence in San Franelsco,

During her summer vacation in 1800 she
went to visit her brother in Phoenix, Ariz.,
and gpent her time st udying the rock forma-
tlons in the mountnins: Later on she suc-
cepded In getting ber brother and uncle
to go with her on a prospecting tour. She
resigned her place as teacher and gave
heres:lt up to the nrd task of hunting for
gold and silver with all the courage and
confidence in hor knowledge of ores and
thelr values of the moat enthusiastic geolos
glat, and she also minaged to lnepira her
companlons with falth in ber clever gualities
of judgment and perception. The discourag-
Ing experien of, men who had started
out before, just, as full of hope, and re-
turned wiser, but  very much poorer In
pocket, had no effegt on her splrit of en-
terprige, She wis Interested and eager for
succesn, so0 the ;#xﬁmrcul side of hur_rm-
ture prevalled. old saylng that *‘wo-
men are mothers frgt, then cooks, but never
teachers,” has ittle significance among
women of the nigpteenth century, Misa
Hilton, with bgF brother and uacle, pros-
peoted oyer fifty miles of the mountalnous
country, gleanl bhat information they
could from other progpectors and miners, only
to find mines th uld not pay, but getting
many polnts wh} i would never have been
given to o man!In_the winter of 1880 they
went to Globe, & nlining camp noted as a
resort for thleves and murderers, and having
& aative population of men who hud alwiys
lived on the borders of clvilization. .

Hut they treatéd Miss Hilton with the ut-
most respect snd.so much Kind atigntion
that she says sle wis quite spolled, and
she learned much about mining and how to
make meney from her grade ores. The
tolowMg summer she started out again, going
through the San Rita mountains, north to
Prescott and the Guaymas canyon, without
succens.
